ORDER 
In the G.O. read as first paper above as modified by the G.O.read 
as second paper above Government have issued orders allowing retention 
of lien of the Government Servants who are permitted by competent autho 
rity to apply for and take up appointment under another State Govern 
ment or the Government of India , subject to the conditions mentioned 
therein . Government have examined the question as to how the period of 
absence in cases covered by the above G. Os. has to be treated and they 
are pleased to order that the period of absence will be treated as break of 
service which will not count for any service benefits but without forfei 
ture of Past Service. By the term " Service benefits" it is meant fixation 
of pay, grant of increment, leave and pension . 

2. Government also order that the heads of Departments while for 
warding applications of employe under them to Government should 
specifically intimate their own willingness to spare the Services of the 
incumbent concerned in case he is selected for appointment under another 
State Government/Government of India .

ORDER 
According to the procedure now followed by the Public Service 
Commission in making selections in pursuance of the notifications published 
in the Gazette , identification certificates with attested photographs are 
obtained from the candidates appearing before the Commission for written 
or practical tests and for interviews. The identification certificates with the 
attested photographs are also being sent along with the advice letter to the 
appointing authorities for satisfying themselves about the bona fide of the 
candidates advised for recruitment . 
According to the G. Os. read as first 

and second papers above, 
dependents/relatives ofGovernment Servants dying in harness are appointed 
to Government service without consulting the Public Service Commission 
provided the candidates possess the qualifications prescribed for appointment 
to the posts and are within the prescribed age limit. No attested copies of 
photographs have been insisted in their cases for admission to duty. In 
order to have a uniformity in the procedure regarding identification of 
selected candidates before admitting them to join duty Government direct 
that candidates ordered to be appointed under the scheme of appointment 
of relatives/dependents of Government Servants dying in harness will be 
admitted for duty by the Heads of Departments and other appointing 
authorities only on production of photographs of the candidates concerned 
duly attested by a gazetted officer of the State Government Service.

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the General Manager, Travancore 
Sugars and Chemicals Ltd., Thiruvalla hereinafter referred to as the 
opposite party, and Shri S. Neelakanta Iyer , a former accountant of 
the above concerh has been referred by Government under Section 10 ( 1) 
(c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1917 for adjudication to this Court by 
Order G. O. Rt. No. 2010 /71/LSWD dated 9-10-1971, the issue referred 
for decision being " Termination of services of Shri S. Neclakanta Iyer " .

2. The case of Shri Neelakanta Iyer is briefly as follows: 
appointed as an accountant under the opposite party in March , 1945 . 
As per an agreement dated 28-2-1968 between the opposite party and two 
unions - T . S. c . Employees Union and P. R. F.Workers Union - the 
services of Shri Neelakanta Iyer were terminated with effect from 1-3-1968 . 
He was entitled to be in service till he attained the age of 60 years, but at 
the time of his compulsory retirement on 1-3-1968 he had completed only 
57 years and 10 months. 

3. In 1960 the First Wage Board for Sugar Industry made its recom 
mendations to the Central Government regarding wages, gratuity, bonus 
etc. which the Government had accepted . As per the Gratuity scheme 
framed by theWage Board the age of retirement for the employees of Sugar 
Industry was fixed at 58. The opposite party accepted the scheme and 
implemented the same. A second Wage Board was constituted by the 
Government of India in November, 1965 which , inter alia , made an interim 
recommendation with regard to the retirement age of the employees. The 
Board recommended that pending final decision of the Board on the age 
of superannuation the retirement of employees on account of superannuation 
be postponed by the mills upto the end of December, 1967” . This recom 
mendation was also accepted by the Government of India . later , the 
Wage Board recommended that " in so far as the employees who have 
reached the age of 60 years are concerned the said memorandum will be 
lifted from 1st January 1968" . This recommendation was accepted by the 
Government of India and also by the opposite party. Accordingly the 
employees who would have retired at the age of 58 were allowed to continue 
in service. Thereafter the Wage Board gave its final recommendation 
regarding the age of retirement fixing the same at 60 years . By virtue of 
these recommendations Shri Neelakanta Iyer was entitled to be in service 
till he attained the age of 60 years. But he was prematurely retired as 
stated above by reason of an agreement entered into between the manage 
ment and the two unions. The agreementwas not reached as a result of any 
conciliation and hence the terms thereof would be binding only the workmen 
belonging to those unions. Shri Neelakanta Iyer was not a member of any 
of those unions and hence the agreement was not binding on him . The 
opposite party erred in invoking the termsof an agreement which was not 
binding on Shri Neelakanta Iyer to retire him before he reached the age of 
sixty . His premature retirement was therefore illegal and has to be set 
aside. Since he had passed the age of 60 on the date of the reference, he 
does not claim reinstatement but prays for an award granting him the total 
emoluments he would have received had he been allowed to continue in 
service till the age of 60 . 

4. The opposite party has filed a written statement streneously 
opposing the claim of Shri Neelakanta Iyer. His contentions are briefly 
these . In 1968 there were about 900 employees/ workmen in the factory . 
During 1967-68 , due to non -availability of sugar cane, the duration of 
crushing season dwindled to 45 days as against the estimated period of 51 to 
6 months a year, on the basis of which the einployment strength of the 
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factory has been fixed . As a result of this, a large number of employees 
on the pay roll became surplus in the off season of 1967-68 and the manage 
ment was faced with the problem to lay off about 110 employees on the 
regular roll as the company could not bear the uneconomic load of the 
surplus employees. Accordingly discussions were held in the presence of the 
Labour Commissioner between the management and the two recognised 
unions representing the workmen of the factory including ShriNeelakan ta 
Iyer , on 15-1-1968 and 7-2-1968. The Labour Commissioner advised the 
parties to hold further discussions in the matter . As a result of further 
discussions a settlement was reached between the management and the 
unions which was signed on 28-2-1968 . It was agreed , inter alia , that in 
lieu of mass lay off the management was permitted to retire non -covenanted 
staff employees, lower grade employees and the workers on the factory rolls 
who had completed 57 years of age on 31-12-1967 in consideration of the 
company paying them lump sum exgratia payments in addition to gratuity 
and Wages in lieu of notice . 46. employees/workmen including 
* Shri Neelakanta Iyer were atcordingly retired with effect from 1-3-1968 . The 
opposite party paid him not only notice pay and gratuity but also an amount 
equal to gratuity as lump sum exgratia payment. Some days after the 
retirement he wrote to the management that there was some mistake in the 
calculation of his gratuity and exgratia payment and requesting the 
management to rectify the same. After having accepted the payment in 
full and final settlement of all his claims he is estopped from contending 
that he was prematurely retired . It is not correct to say that the management 
accepted recommendations of the Wage Board regarding the retireinent 
age of the employees . At any rate Shri Neelakanta Iyer was not entitled 
to continue in service till the age of60. The agreement signed on 28-2-1968 
was binding on him and he cannot be "permitted to repudiate its terms after 
accepting the benefits thereunder. He is not entitled to any reliefs . The 
opposite party therefore prays that the claims of Shri Neelakanta Iyer be 
rejected and an award passed accordingly . 

5. : Shri Neelakanta Iyer has filed a rejoinder reiterating his contentions 
and repudiating the allegations in the written statement of the opposite 
party . 

6. In the Travancore Sugars and Chemicals Ltd. the age of retirement 
of emyloyees was originally fixed at 55. years. This is clear from the 
deposition of the GeneralManager who has been examined as E. W. 1. 
This was raised to 58 years on the recommendations of the First Wage Board 
for Sugar Industries. In 1965 the Government of India constituted a second 
Wage Board for Sugar industries. It made an interim recommendation 
“ that pending final decision of the Board on the age of superannsation the 
retirement of employees on account of superannuation be postponed by the 
mills upto the end of December, 1967; ie . there shall be no retirc nent of 
employees on reaching the general superannuation age of 58 years during 
the period from the date of acceptance of this recommendation by the 
Government till 31st December, 1967" . 

The Wage Board later extended 
this moratorium üll the final recommendations were made sulject to the 


condition that " in so far as the employees who have reached or will reach 
hereafter the age of 60 are concerned the said moratorium will be lifted from 
1st January 1968. 

According to Shri .Neelakanta Iyer he was 
entitled to continue in service till he attained 60 years ofage on the basis 
of the reco nmendations of the Second Wage Board extracted above . He 
was however, retired when he attained the age of 57 years and 10 months, 
and this action of the opposite party is said to be illegal. 


7. The contention of the employee could be accepted if the 
management is shown to have accepted the recommendations of the 
Second Wage Board regarding the retirement age any time before he 
attained the age of 58 years , The recommendations of the Wage Board 
have no binding force on the mill, nor do they bind the mills unless they 
are accepted by the management. The learned counsel appearing for 
Shri Neelakanta Iyer has drawn my attention to a portion of the deposition 
of EW . 1 wherein is said to have admitted that the management has 
accepted the recommodations of the second Wage Board . I think the learned 
counsel has misread or misconstrued the deposition of that witness . What 
he has stated is " 2nd Wage Board omo recommendationsmanagement accept 
620 unions 10615322 settlement 208529100 ° 1971 cowloomº" . (page 
5 of the original deposition ). The plain meaning of the above extract is that 
the 2nd Wage Board s recommendation was accepted by the management in 
May, 1971. It cannot be interpreted to mean that the settlementwas in May 
1971 but the recommendations were accepted before thatdate. Any doubt on 
this question is resolved and the position of the management is made clear 
by reading the following sentence from his deposition . 2-0. Wage 
Board ൻ recommendation ഞങ്ങൾ accept ചെയ്തിരുന്നില്ല . 

(page 8 of 
the original deposition ). The learned counsel in cross examining the witness 
asked whether the (the witness ) had not written to the District Labour 
Officer, Alleppey on 8-12-1970 admitting that the recommendations of the 
2nd Wage Board were accepted by the management. The answer was 
" @goonweiled. original cm - 9000 . Jowond Boomwolę " . A letter as 
suggested was actually sent on 8-12-1970 but it only means that the Second 
Wage Board s recommendations were accepted by the management some 
time before that date, but it cannot be said for certain that such acceptance 
was before Shri Neelakanta Iyer attained the age of 58 years especially in 
the light of the categorical statement " 2-5. Wage Board omo recommenda 
tions 670) 63730 accept 621001@ me" extracted before. The employee 
could produce documentary evidence to prove the exact date on which the 
recommendations of the Second Wage Board were accepted by the manage 
ment. . In the absence of any such evidence it can only be held that those 
recommendations were accepted by the management only after 
Shri Neelakanta Iyer had attained the age of 58 years. It is the tharefore clear 
that Shri Neclakanta lyer could not continue in service after attaining the age 

of 58 years. Had he not been retired with effect from 1-3-1968, he could 
. liave continued in service for two more months only for on his own admis 

sion he was 57 years and 10 months old when he was retired on 1-3-1968 . 
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8. However it is not lawful for the management to retire a workman 
prematurely against his will before he is due for retirement as per rules. 
Therefore the question, arises as to whether the opposite party was justified 
in retiring Shri Neelakanta Iyer before he attained the age of 
58 years. The onus of justifying his conduct lies on the opposite party . 
During 1967-68 according to the opposite party (see his deposition and the 
preamble to the agreement Exhibit E. 7) the supply of sugar cane fell so low 
that the crushing season fell down to 45 days as against the estimated 
duration of 54 to 6 months in a year. The employment strength of the 
factory on theregular pay roll has been fixed on the basis of the duration of 
crushing period being 51 to 6 months and off season 6 to 64 months a 
year. 

As a result of this a large number of employees on the regular pay 
roll became surplus vis-a- vis the requirements in 1967-68 off season and the 
management was faced with the problem of laying off about 110 employees 
on the regular pay roll as the company was unable to bear this financial 
burden involved in retaining the entire body of workmen . An industrial 
dispute thus stared in the face of the opposite party who , in quest of a 
solution , appealed to the Labour Commissioner for help . He convened a 
conference of the representatives of the managementand the union leaderson 
15-1-1968 and 7-2-1968 at Trivandrum to explore ways and means to rescue 
themanagement from the crisis . Nothing maierialised out of these conferences, 
but he advised the parties to proceed with the discussion direct. As a result 
of further discussion an agreement was reached and signed on 28-2-1968.. 
The agreement authorised the management to retire non -covenanted staff 
employees, lower grade employees and workers on the factory rolls who had 
completed 57 years of age on 31-12-1967 in lieu ofmass lay off, provided 
the management paid to each workman so retired gratuity as per rules, 
notice pay for one month and an ex-gratia payment equal to gratuity, 
Pursuant to this agreement Shri Neelakanta Iyer and 45 other employees 
workmen were retired . Normally in the case of retirement on superannuat 
ion these employees would get only , gratuity , but since they were retired 
some months before superannuation they got not only notice pay , but a lump 
sum equal to gratuity as ex- gratia payment. Shri Iyer who had only two 
more months to retire on superannuation accepted the ex - gratia paya.ent 
announting to Rs. 1705 and retired from service. Needless to say he 
got more benefits than what he would have got had he continued in service 
for two more months. Some days after his retirement he wrote to the 
opposite party questioning the correctness of the anount paid to him as : 
gratuity , but he became convinced of its correctness w ! cn a communication 
was sent to him by the management. 

9. The learned counsel appearing for the employee contends that the 
agreement cntered into between the management and the unions was not 
binding on ShriNeelakauta Iyer in as much as he was neither a party to the 
agreement nor a member of any of the unions which signed the agreement . 
An agreement or settlement made under Section 18 ( 1) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act will be binding only on the parties thereto and as this was 
one such agreement it was not binding on Shri Ncclakanta Iyer who was 
not a party to the agreement. 
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10. There were only two unions representing the workmen of the 
opposite party 

One was T. C. S. Union representing the staff and the 
other was P. R. F. Workers Union representing the workers. No other 
unions functioned in the factory and Shri Neelakanta Iyer has no case that 
any other union was also functioning there on parallel lines to others. He 
says that he was not a member of any unions and it is a matter resting 
specially within his knowledge. It is the right of the workman either to join 
or not to join a union and no one can compel him to join any of the unions. 
But one would naturally look askance at the courage of an employee to 
remain aloof and refuse to join any union when all others had joined one 
union or the other . Be that as it may, the agreement for that reason cannot 
be said to be not binding on him . Here is not a case of an employee 
receiving his just benefits on his retirement, but rather a case where he got 
nearly double the benefits which he would have got had he been retired on 
superannuation . 

Shri Neelakanta Iyer got Rs. 1705 as gratuity on his 
retirement and he would not get a cent more by way of gratuity if he cont 
inued in service for two more months. But since he was retired two months 
before superannuation pursuant to the agreement he not oply got the gratuity 
but a like amount as ex-gratia payment and one month s emoluments as 
notice pay . It is extremely doubtful whether he could repudiate the terms 
of an agreement although no party to it, after receiving a substantial conside 
ration for accepting that very term . Not only he but 45 other employees 
having probably more months to go before superannuation had gladly 
accepted the agreement and gracefully retired from service after accepting 
the generosity of the management, but he alone has raised this dispute and 
not any of the other workmen . 

11. I have already referred to the employee s contention that he was not 
a member of the T. C. S. Union . It is very convenient for him now to 
dissociate with the union membership since the opposite party is not in a 
position to disprove the correctness of his statement. But I feel considerable 
doubt whether he could abstain from being a member of the union , when 
no other member has been named by him in his deposition as having 
abstained like him . At any rate the binding nature of the agreement is to 
be tested with reference to the back ground against which it was executed . 
I have already indicated in sufficient detail the said background and no 
workman could possibly ignore the relief and industrial peace which the 
cxecution of that agreementhad brought to him . 


12. It is a well established principle of industrial law that a minority 
shall not be allowed to hold a majority at ransom or jeoparadise the rights 
of the majority . This principle was applied by the Supreme Court in the 
case of Amalgamated Coffee Estates Ltd. and others v Their workmen and 
others (1965 II LLJ 110). In that case a dispute was cònpromised by agrec 
ment between the employers and their workmen when appcals were pending 
in the Supreme Court from the award of an Industrial Tribunal. Thereupon 
the appellants moved that the appeal might be disposed of in terms of the 
compromise, hut it was objected to by some of the workmen who were not 


parties to the agreement on the ground that the agreement for that reason 
was not binding on them . The objection was over-ruled and the appeals 
were decided in terms of the settlement. The Supreme Court observed at 
page 111, “ The settlement appears to us also to be a fair one. 

We are , 
therefore, of opinion that the two appeals should be decided in accordance 
with the settlement. Even those estates which were not parties to the 
settlement are prepared to abide by it . We think that in the interest of 
uniformity and industrial peace the settlement should bind all estateswhich 
were represented before the special tribunal” . 
The Supreme Court considered this decision in the case of Jhagrakhan 
Colleries reported in 1975 (I ) LLJ 163. That was a case where the Court 
considered whether an agreement entered into between the management and 
a section of their workmen was binding on those workmen who had not 
joined the agreement. The learned counsel for the management cited 
Amalgamated Coffee Estates case as an authority for the proposition that 
an agreement under certain circumstances would be binding also on those 
who were not parties to it. But the Supreme Court distinguished that case 
and observed at page 168 , 

" It will be seen that the decision in Amalgamated Coffee Estates 
case stands in its own facts. Then the appeals arose out of an 
award ofthe Special Industrial Tribunal for , plantations in dispute 
228 coffee , tea and rubber estates in South India and the employees 
referred to it under Section 10 ( 1) whereas the instant appeal 
arises out of proceedings under Section 33 C 2) for the recovery 
of money on the basis of the Wage Board s award and the dispute , 
if any, is about the computation of V.D.A. ( variable dearness 
allowance). in implementation of that award . Scope of Section 33 

C (2) is not the same as Section 10 (1) of the Act.” 
13. The observation clearly shows that two grounds weighed with the 
Supreme Court in not applying the principle enunciated in the Amalya 
mated Coffee Estates case, viz. (1) that the decision therein stands on its own 
-facts and ( 2) that the decision was rendered in a case referred under Section 
10 ( 1) the Industrial Disputes Act, while the case under consideration arosc 
out of a proceeding under Section 33 Ç (2) of that Act. The case with 
which we are concerned arises out of a reference under Section 10 (1 ) (c ) 
of that Act and so the second ground for distinguishing Consolidated Coffee 
Estates case by the Supreme Court has no application to it. This case also 
stands on its own facts as an employee after obtaining substantial benefit 
under an agreement has tried to repudiate its terms by pleading that he was 
no party to it and the agreement is therefore not binding on him . He has 
accepted the benefits conferred by a term in the agreement but seeks to 
reject another term as not binding on him . Had he repudiated the agrec 
ment and straight away challenged his retirement, there would be sufficient 
justification for his stand ; but after accepting the benefit under the agreement 
without demur his argument for repudiating the agreement has lost much of 
its sting 

It is for these reasons that this case nust be deemed to be one 
standing its own,peculiar facts like the Consolidated Coffee Estates case. 
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not 


* 14. Thus it is clear that not all agreements to which an employee is 

a party are not binding on him . In the peculiar circumstances of a 
particular case an agreementmust be held to be binding on him although 
he was not party to it. The benefits conferred on an employee under an 
agreement which normally he would not have got, its acceptance by all the 
workmen including himself the background under which it was executed , 
the industrial peace its execution has brought about, are all to be considered 
before adjudging the binding nature of the agreement on him although he 
was no party to it. 

15. The manajement has raised a plea of estoppel. Their contention 
is that having obtained the benefit under the agreement Shri Neelakanta 
Iyer cannot be heard to say that the agreement is not binding on him . 
In otner words, he is estopped from questioning the validity of the agree 
ment after reaping enormous benefits out of it. The learned counsel appearing 
for the employee has placed a number of decision before me to show that 
a plea of estoppel is not applicable to industrial relations. No doubt, the 
technical plea of estoppelhas no application to industriallaw . A work may 
receive retrenchment compensation , gratuity, bonus etc., and pass receipts in 
favour of the employer in full and final settlement of all his claims; but the 
passing ofsuch receipts would not, however, preclude him from quest 
ioning the validity of his retrenchment before a tribunal. He is not estopped 
from doing so . But here is not purely a technical plea of estoppel. The 
employee got immense benefit under the agreement. Could he be allowed 
to repudiate that agreement after receiving the benefits? This is evidently 
a case involving more than a technical plea of estoppel. 

16. It is interesting to note thatthe Government did not originally 
favour him with a reference under Section 10 (1) (c) ofthe Industrial 
Disputes Act. The Government rejected outright his plea for such 
reference because in the opinion of the Government the employee s stand was 
quite unjustified . However , he managed to get a reference subsequently ; 
but the fact that the Government once rejected his plea cannot be ignored , 
for any reasonable person would think twice before he takes legal steps on 
the facts of this case . I find that Shri Neela kanta Iyer is not entitled to 
any reliefagainst the opposité party . 

17. In the result I pass an award as indicated above. It shall come 
into force on the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

(42 OF 1975 )

to provide for the establishment of a Commission for the selection of personnel for 

appointment to services and posts in certain banking institutions and for 

matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty- sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title and commencement .- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Banking Service Commission Act, 1975 . 

( 2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a) " banking company " has the meaning assigned to it in the Bank 
ing Regulation Act, 1949 (10 of 1949); 

(6 ) " Chairman " means the Chairman of the Commission ; 

(c) “ Commission ” means the Banking Service Commission , esta 
blished under sub section (1) of section 3; 

(d ) " Junior officers cadre" , in relation to a public sector bank , 
means such cadre of Junior officers as the Central Government may , by 
notification , specify in relation to that bank ; 

(e) "member" means a member of the Commission , but does not 
include the Chairman ; 

( ) . " notification " means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette; 

(g) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act ; 


(h ) " public sector bank " means 
(1) , a corresponding new bank specified in the First Schedule to 

the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of 

Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970 ) ; 
( it) the State Bank of India constituted under the State Bank of 

India Act, 1955 ( 23 of 1955 ); 
(ii ) a subsidiary bank as defined in the State Bank of India 

(Subsidiary Banks) Act, 1959 (38 of 1959) ; 
(i) " regulation " means regulation made under this Act; 

( ) " Reserve Bank ” means the Reserve Bank of India , constituted 
under the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934 ) ; 
(k ) " Secretary " means the Secretary of the Commission . 

CHAPTER II 

BANKING SERVICE COMMISSION 
3. Establishment of the Comission.- (1) With effect from such date as 
the Central Government may, by notification specify in this behalf, there 
shall be established a Commission , to be called the Banking Service Com . 
mi sion. 

(2 ) The Commission shall be a body corporate having perpetual 
succession and a common seal with power to acquire, hold and dispose of 
property and to contract, and muy by the said nam : sue and be uesd . 

(3 ) Unless otherwise provided by the Central Government by noti. 
fication , the Central Office of the Commission shall be at New Delhi. 

(4) The Commission shall have regional offices in such State or 
group of States as the Commission may , with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, determine and no such regional office shall be abo 
lished without the previous approval of the CentralGovernment. 

4. Appointment and terms of office of Chairman and members.- (1) The 
Central Government shall, by notification , appoint a person to be the 
Chairman of the Commission and not more than eight other persons to be 
members of the Commission . 

(2 ) The Chairman and members shall be persons who , in the 
opinion of the Central Government, are men of ability , integrity and stan 
ding and have specialknowledge of, or practical experience in , fi ancial eco 
nomic or business administration or in the admin stration of Government or 
in any other matter which would render such person suitable for appoint 
ment as Chairman or member: 

Provided that as nearly as may be one-half of the members shall be 
persons who, on the date of their respective appointments, have had such 
experience for not less than ten years in a banking company or in any 
public sector bank or Reserve Bank or in an institution wholly or sub 
{tantially owned by the Reserve Bank or a public financial institution .. 
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Explanation 1. - For the purposes of this section and of section 5, cach 

of the following institutions shall be deemed to be a public financial 
institution, namely : 
(i) the Industrial Credit and Investment Corporation of India 

Limited , a company formed and registered under the Com 

panies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ) ; 
(ii ) the Industrial Finance Corporation of India , established 

under section 3 of the Industrial Finance Corporation Act, 

1948 (15 of 1948) ; 
(iii ) the Industrial Development Bank of India, established 

under section 3 of the Industrial Development Bank of India 

Act, 1964 (18 of 1964) ; 
(iv ) the Life Insurance Corporation of India , established under 

section 3 of the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 

(31 of 1956 ) ; 
(v) the Unit Trust of India , established under section 3 of the 

Unit Trust of India Act, 1963 (52 of 1963) ; 
(vi) any other financial institution which is declared by the 

Central Government, by notification , to be a public financial 

institution . 
Explanation II.- For the purposes of this section and of section 5 , an 

institution shall be deemded to be substantially owned by the 
Reserve Bank if , in the capital of such institution, that Bank has 

not less than forty per cent share . 

(3) The Chairman or any member shall hold office for a term of five 
years from the date on which he enters upon his office or uncil he attains 
the age of sixty- five years, whichever is earlier. ! 
Provided that 

(a) the Chairman or any member may, by writing under his 
hand addressed to the Central Government, resign his office ; 

(b) the Chairman or any member may be removed from his office 
in the manner provided by this Act. 

(4 ) . The other terms and conditions of service of the Chairman and 
members shall be such asmay be prescribed . 

(5 ) If the office of the Chairman becomes vacant or if the Chairman 
is unable to discharge his functions owing to absence , illness or any other 
cause , such member of the Commission as the Central Government may, 
by order , specify , shall discharge the functions of the Chairman up to the 
date on which a new Chairman is appointed or, as the case may be, the 
Chairman resumes his duties. 

5 . Prohibition as to holding offices by Chairman of member ox ceasing to be 
such Chairman or member. - A person who holds office as Chairman or member 
shall, on his ceasing to hold such office by reason of the expiration of his 
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term or otherwise, be ineligible for re-appointment in the Commission or for 
employment under the Government of India -or of any State or in the 
Reserve Bank or in any institution wholly or substantially owned by the 
Reserve Bank or in any public sector Bank or any banking company or in a 
public financial institution : 

Provided that a member to whom this section applies, shall be eligible 
for appointment as Chairman , but shall not be eligible for any other 
employment. 

6. Removal and suspension of Chairman or the members from office in certain 
circumstances .- ( 1) The Central Government may remove from office the 
Chairman or any member, who 

(a) is adjudged an insolvent, or 
(6) is convicted of an offence involving moral turpitude, or 

( ) is , in the opinion of the CentralGovernment, unfit to continue 
in office by reason of infirmity ofmind or body, or 

• (d) engages during the term of office in any paid employment 
outside the duties of his office, or 

(e) has acquired such financial or other interest as is likely to 
affect prejudicially his functioning as the Chairman or a member, or 

( f ) has so abused his position as to render his continuance in 
office undesirable . 

.. (2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in subsection (1), the 
Chairman or any member shall not be removed from office on the ground 
specified in clause (d ) or clause ( e) or clause (f) of that subsection unless 
the matter has been referred to an Inquiry Officer appointed under 
subsection (3 ) and such officer has, after an inquiry, held in accordance 
with such procedure as the Central Government may specify in the behalf, 
reported that the member ought, on such grounds, to be removed . 

(3) for the purpose of holding and inquiry under subsection (2) , 
the CentralGovernment may, by order, appoint, as an Inquiry Officer, a 
person who is holding or has held the office of a Judge of the Supreme Court 
or of any High Court. 

(4) The Central Government may suspend from office the Chairman 
or any member in respect of whom a reference has been made to an Inquiry 
Officer under subsection (2), pending such inquiry . 

(5 ) The terms and conditions of service of any Inquiry, Officer 
appointed under subsection (3 ) shall be such as the Central Government 
may, by order, specify. 

7 . Power of Commission to constitute committees.- ( 1) The Commission 
may, in such manner and subject to such conditions and restrictions as may 
be prescribed , constitute one or more committees consisting wholly of its 
members or partly of its members and partly of other persons and delegate 
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to any committee so constituted such of the functions and powers of the 
Cominission as may be specified in the rules made by the Central Govern 
ment : 

Provided that the Commission may constitute any committee either 
with , or without, the Chairinan as one of the members of such committee . 

( 2) The sitting fee and travelling allowance .payable to persons, 
other than the Chairman and members, for attending any meeting of the 
committee, shall be such as may be prescribed . 

8. Secretary and other staff of the Commission .- ( 1) The Commission 
may , with the previous sanction of the Central Government, appoint a 
Secretary for the efficient discharge of its functions under this Act. 

(2 ) The terms and conditions of service of the Secretary shall be 
such as may be prescribed. 
(3) Subject to such regulations 

made in this 
behalf , the Commission may appoint such other employees as it may think 
necessary for the efficient discharge of its functions under this Act on such 
terms and conditions as the Commission may, having regard to the terms 
and conditions of service of the comparable posts in the Central Govern 
ment, determine with the previous sanction of the Central Government. 

9. Authentication of orders and other instruments of the Commission.- (1) All 
1. orders and instruments issued by the Commission shall be authenticated by 

the signature of the Secretary or any other officer of the Commission 
authorised by the Chairman in this behalf. 

(2 ) Orders or instruments issued by the Commission and authenti 
cated in accordance with the provisions of subsection ( 1) shall be evidence 
of thematters recorded therein and shall be admissible in evidence notwith 
standing anything contained in the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (1 of 1872), 
or in any other law for the time being in force .

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CHAPTER III 

FUNCTIONS OF THE COMMISSION 
10. Duty of Commission to hold competitive examinations for appointment to 
posts in public sector banks.- (1) It shall be the duty of the Conmission to 
conduct examinations for appointments in each public sector bank to- 

(a) posts in the clerical and allied cadres and the junior officers 
cadre, and 

(6 ) such other posts of, or posts in the cadres of, officers as the 
CentralGovernment may , by notification , specify . 

(2) If any question arises as to whether any post or class of posts 
falls in any clerical and allied cadre or junior officers cadre, such question 
shall be referred to the Central Government and that Government shall 
decide the same. 


11. Calling for applications and conduct of examinations - The Commission 
shall call for applications from such category of persons and in such manner 
as may be specified by it in the regulations and conduct examinations in 
sach State or group of States as may be necessary having regard to the 
requirements of section 17 and the vacancies communicated to it under 
Section 12 

12. Duty of public sector banks to communicate to the Commission of number 
of vacancies - ( 1) It shall be the duty of every public sector bank to com 
municate to the Commission 

(a ) all the vacancies in the clerical and allied cadres, or in such 
other post or cadre asmay be specified by the Central Government under 
section 10, and 
(6 ) twenty -five per cent 

of the estimated total number of 
vacancies in the junior officers cadre, 
which are likely to occur during the unexpired portion of the calendar 
year in which this Act comes into force and thereafter, as soon asmay be, 
after the commencement of each calendar year : 

Provided that, in relation to the junior officers cadre , the Central 
Governmentmay , if it is of opinion that it is necessary so to do in the 
interests of the public sector banks, by notification , raise the percentage of 
vacancies to be communicated to the Commission to thiry-three and 
one-third per cent. 

(2) Communication of vacancies referred to in subsection (1) shall 
be made in such form and in such manner as may be specified in the 
regulations made by the Commission and every such communication , in 
relation to the vacancies in the clerical and allied cadre, shall also indicate 
the number of vacancies which exist or are likely to occur in a State or 
group of States. 

Explanation. In this Act, the expression " vacancy ” includes a newly 
created post which has not been filled in . 

13. Cases in which Commission shall not be consulted . - It shall not be 
necessary to consult the Commission in regard to the selection of a person 

(a ) for appointment to a post in the clerical or allied cadre, on 
compassionate grounds (in pursuance of the scheme framed by a public 
sector bank in consultation with the Commission and with the previous 
sanctiin of the CentralGevernment), of a dependant of an employee who 
had died while in the service of the public sector bank ; 

(6) if the person appointed is not likely to hold the post for a 
period of more than one year, and it is necessary in the interests of the 
public sector bank to make the appointinent immediately and reference to 
the Commission will cause undue delay : 
Provided that 

(i) such appointment is made in the manner specified by the 
Commission by regulations and is reported to the Commission as soon as it 
is made ; 
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(ii) if the appointment continues beyond a period of six months, 
a fresh estimate as to the period for which the persoa appointed is likely to 
hold the post shall be made and reported to the Commission ; and 

( iii) if such estimate indicates that the person appointed is likely 
to hold the post for a period of more than one year from the date of appoint 
ment, the Commission shall iminediately be consulted in regard to the 
filling of the post. 

14. Duty of Commission to make recommendation . It shall be the duty of 
the Commission to make, on the basis of the results of examinations conducted 
by it in accordance with the provisions of subsection (1) of section 10 , 
recommendations to each public sector bank for appointments to fill the 
vacancies communicated to it by such bank under section 12 . 

15. Communicated vacancies to be filled only on the recommendation of the 
Commission .- (1) Nothwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
any award , settlement or agreement, or in any judgement, decree or order 
of any court or tribunal or other authority or in any other law in force for 
the time being, appointment to all the vacancies required to be communi 
cated to the Commission under Section 12 shail, on or from such date as the 
Commission may notify in respect of each public sector bank, be made by 
such public sector bank only on the recommendation of the Commission , 
except where consultation with the Commission is not necessary under 
this Act. 

(2) If, in any calendar year, the Commission is unable to make 
recommendation for appointment to all the vacancies communicated to it 
Dy a public sector bank under section 12 , or if the public sector bank is 
unable, in any calendar year, to make appointments on the basis of recom 
mendations made by the Commission , the vacancies may be carried forward 
to the subsequent calendar year, to be filled in the said manner : 

Provided that the public sector bank may , in consultation with the 
Commission , fill such vacancies temporarily in such inanner and for such 
period as the Commission may by regulations specify . 

16. Power of Central Government to entrust other advisory functions to the 
Commission .- The Commission shall discharge such functions of an advi ory 
nature as the Central Governmentmay , by notification , entrust to it . 

17. Reservation of posts for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons. The Central Governmentmay, 
by order, direct that in relation to every public sector bank , reservations in 
favour of the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other categories of 
persons shall be made in such manner and to such extent as it may specify : 

Provided that in giving any direction as aforesaid , the Central Govern 
ment shall have due regard to the reservation of posts made for the Sched 
uled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in relation to 
recruitments to the services of the Government and to the general need , and 
special requirements, of such public sector bank.

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Explanation :-The expressions “ Scheduled Castes" and " Scheduled 

Tribes” shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in 

article 366 of the Constitution . 
18. Fund of the Commission . - (1) The Commission shall have its 
own Fund and all the receipts of the Commission shall be credited to the 
Fund and all payments by the Commission shall be made therefrom . 

(2) All moneys belonging to the Fund shall be deposited in such banks 
or invested in such manner as the Commission may , subject to any general 
or special order made by the Central Government in this behalf, decide. 

(3) The Commission may spend such sums as it thinks fit for perform 
ing its functions un ler this Act and such sumsshall be treated as expendi 
ture payable out of the Fund of the Commission . 

19. Payment to the Commission :-(1) The Central Government may , 
by general or special order and subject to any rules that may be made in this 
behalf, direct every public sector bank to pay to the Coinmission such fee as it 
may determine and the aggregate amount of the fee so determined shall not 
exceed the expenses incurred by the Commission . 

(2) The aggregate amount of fees payable under subsection (1) shall 
be apportioned by the Central Government between different public sector 
banks and in m king such apportionment in relation to a public sector 
bank, the Central Government shall have due regard to the demand and 
time liabilities of that public sector bank . 

( 3) For the purpose of meeting the initial expenditure of 
the Commission , the Central Government may, by general or special order, 
direct the payment by every public sector bank of an advance of such 
amount as itmay specify and the advance so made shall be appropriated or 
adjusted in such manner as may be prescribed . 

Explanation : —The expression " demand liabilities" and time 
liabilities shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the 
Banking Regulation Act, 1949 (10 of 1949). 

20. Budget of the Commission. — The Commission shall prepare , in such 
form and at such time each year as may be prescribed , a budget in respect 
of the financial year next ensuing showing the estimated receipts and 
expenditure, and submit the sameto the Central Government for approval. 

21. Accounts and audit.- (1) The Commission shall maintain proper 
accounts and other releveut records and prepare an annual statement of 
accounts in such form and in such manner as may be prescribed . 

(2) The accounts of the Commission shall be audited by a person 
who is qualified to act as an auditor of a company under section 226 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ) and the auditor shall receive such 
remuneration as the Commission may, in consultation with the Central 
Government, fix . 
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(3) In conducting the audit , the auditor shall have the same rights 
and duties as are possessed by an auditor of a company as if the Commiss 
ion were a company within the meaning of the Companies Act, 1956 
(1 of 1956 ) . 

22. Annual report: The Commission shall prepare onco every calendar 
year, in such form and at such time as may be prescribed , an annual report 
giving a full accourrt of its activities during the previous year, and copies 
thereof shall be forwarded to the CentralGovernment and that Government 
shall cause the same to be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 


CHAPTER IV 

MISCELLANEOUS 
23. Obligation as to secrecy : - The Chairman and members and every 
officer ora cther employee of the Commission , and every member of any 
committee constituted under subsection (1 ) of section 7 , shall maintain 
strictest secrecy regarding the affairs of the Commission and shall not divulge, 
directly or indirectly, any information of a confidential nature to a member 
of the public unless compelled to do so by any judicial or other authority 
or unless instructed to do so by a superior officer in the discharge of his 
duties. 

24. Chairman ,members,etc ., to be public servants: .- The Chairman and members 
of the Commission and every officer or other employee of the Commission , 
and every member of any committee constituted under subsection (1) of 
section 1 shall be deemed to be a public servant within the meaning of 
section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860 ) 

25. Certain defects not to invalidate acts or proceedings.- (1 ) All acts done 
by the Chairman and members and the members of any committee consti 
tuted under subsection (1) of section . 7, acting in good faith , shall, 
notwithstanding any defect in their appointment or procedure, be valid . 

(2 ) No act or proceeding of the Commission or of any committee 
thereof shall be invalid mcrcly on the ground of the existence of any 
vacancy therein or defect in the constitution of the Commission or the 
committee, as the case may be. 

26. Protection of action taken in good faith.- No suit or other legal pro 
ceedings shall lie against the Commission , the Central Government or the 
Chairman or member or Secretary or off cer or other empl yee of the 
Commission for anythig which is in good faith done or intended to be done 
in pursuance of this Act or any rule made thereunder. 

27. Commission not liable to be taxed . - Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the Income-tax Act, 1961, 43 of 1961 or any other enact 
ment for the time being in force relating to income-tax, surtax or any other 
tax on income, profits or gains, the Commission shall not be liable to pay 
any tax or surtax in respect of

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(a ) any income, profits or gains accruing or arising of the Fund 
of the Commission or any amount received in that Fund ; and 

(6 ) any income, profits or gains derived ,or any amount received, by 
the Commission . 

28. Delegation of powers . The Commission may , by general or special 
order, delegate to the Chairman , any member or officer of the Commission , 
subject to such conditions and limitations, if any , as may be specified 
therein , such of its powers and dutics under this Act as it may deem fit . 

29. Amendment of Act 14 of 1947. - In the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , 
in section 2, in sub-clause (i) of clause (a), after the words and figures 
“ of the Food Corporations Act, 1964, or ” , the words and figures the 
Banking Service Commission established under section 3 of the Banking 
Service Commission Act, 1975 , or shall be inserted . 

30. Returns and information .- (1) The Commission shall furnish to 
the Central Government such returns or other information with respect to its 
properties or activities as the Central Government may , from time to time, 
require. 

( 2) The Commission may , for the purpose of enabling it to discharge 
its functions under this Act, call upon any public sector bank to give such 
statements or furnish such particulars as the Commission may deem fit and 
every such bank shall comply with the same. 

31. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Central Governmentmay, by noti 
fication , make rules for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

( 2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely : 

(a ) the terms and conditions of service of the Chairman and 
members ; 

(b ) the sitting fee and travelling allowance payable to persons, other 
than the Chairman and members , for attending any meeting of the 
committee, under subsection (2 ) of section 7; 

(c) the terms and conditions of service of the Secretary under sub 
section ( 2 ) of section 8 ; 

(d) the category of persons for whom any vacancy or percentage of 
vacancies in a public sector bank may be reserved by the Central 
Government; 

(c) the procedure for determination of the fee to be paid by every 
public sector bank to the Commission under section 19 ; 

c ) the form in which and the time within which the Commission 
shall prepare and submit its budget to the Central Government under 
seciton 20 ; 
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(g ) the form in which and the time within which the Commission 
shall prepare its annual statement of accounts under subsection (1 ) of 
section 21; 

(h ) the form and manner in which and the date by which the Com 
mission shall prepare an annual report giving a full account of its activities 
during the previous year and submitting the same to the Central Government 
under section 22 ; 

) any other matter which is to be, or may be, prescribed . 
(3) Every rule made under this section shall be laid , as soon as may be 
after it is made, before each House of Parliament while it is in session for a 
total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two 
or more successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session immedi 
ately following the session or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses 
agree in making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the 
rule should not be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , however , that any 
such modification or annulmentshall be without prejudice to the validity of 
anything previously done under that rule. 

32 . Power to make regulations.- ( 1) The Commission may, with the 
previous approval of the Central Government, by notification , make 
regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act or the rules 
made thereunderto provide for all matters for which provision is necessary 
ov expedient for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of this Act. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power , such 
regulations may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the matters referred to in sub -section ( 3 ) of section 8 ; 

(6) the duties and conduct of employees of the Commission , other 
than the Secretary ; 

( the manner in which , and the category of persons from whom , 
applications may be called for appearing at examinations or tests held by the 
Commission ; 

5 (d) the manner in which appointments may be made to fill any 
vacancy without consulting the Commission ; 

(c) the manner in which and period for which appointments may be 
made to fill vacancies in relation to which the Commission is unable to make 
a recommendation ; 

( S ) the number of times and places at which the Commission 
shall conduct examinations or tests for recruitment to different posts; 

(8) the principles in accordance with which candidates shall be 
selected for different posts ; 

(1 ) the fees payable by candidates intending to appear at examina 
tions or tests conducted by the Commission ; 

(3) generally for the efficient conduct of the affairs of the 
Commission . 


CHAPTER V. 


EXTENSION OF THE PROVISIONS OR THE ACT TO OTHER 

BANKING INSTITUTIONS 


33. Power of Central Government to extend the provisions of the Act to other 
banking institutions. The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, by notification , specify that all or such of 
the provisions of this Act as may be specified in the notification (hereinafter 
referred to as the " specified provisions" ) shall also apply to , or in relation to, 
a banking company and thereupon the specified provisions shall apply to 
such banking company in the samemanner as they apply to a public sector 
bank and references in the specified provisions to a public sector bank shall 
be construed as references to the banking company : 

Provided that no such notification shall be issued in relation to the 
appointment to any service or post in a banking company unless a request in 
that behalf hasbeen received by the Central Government from that banking 
company .

THE EQUAL REMUNERATION ORDINANCE, 1975 

(No. 12 of 1975 ) 
Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-sixth Year of the Republic 

of India . 
An Ordinance to provide for the payment of equal remuneration to men 

and women workers and for the prevention of discrimination , on the 
ground of sex , against w men in the mitter of employment and fur 
matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by claure (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the

CHAPTER 11 
PAYMENT OF REMUNERATION AT EQUAL RATES TO MEN AND WOMEN

worker, employed by him in an establishment or employment, remuneration , 
wh - ther payable in cash or in kind , at rates less favourable than those at 
which remuneration is paid by him to the workers of the opposite sex in such 
establishment of employment for performing the same work or work of a 
similar nature .

Provided that nothing in this subs• ction shall be deemed to entitle a 
worker to the revision of the rate of iemneration pavablo to him or her 
with reference to the service rendered by h.m or her before the commence 
ment of this Ordinance. 

3. No discrimination to be made while recruitingmen and women workers.- 
On and from the commencement of this Ordinance , no employer 
shall, while making recruitment for the same work or work of a similar 
nature,wake any discrimination against women except where the employ 
men of women in such work is pruhibited or restricted by or under any 
law for the time being in force: 

Provided that the provisions of this subsection shall not affect any 
priority or reservation for sch : duled castes orsheduled trines, ex -servicemen , 
retrenched employees or any other class or category of persons in th : matter 
of recruitment to the poets in an establishment or employment. 


6. Advisory Committee - (1) For the purpose of providing increasing 
opportuni ies to women for employm nt, the appropriate Government shali 
c nstitute one or more Advisory Committees to advise it with regard to the 
extent to which women may be employed in such establishments or employ. 
ments as the Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette , specify in this behalf. 

(2 ) Every Adv sory Committee shall consist of not less than ten 
persons to be nominued by the appropriate Government, of wbich one half 
shall be women .

THE ELECTION LAWS (EXTENSION TO SIKKIM ) 

ORDINANCE , 1975 (No. 9 of 1975) 
Promulgated by the President in the Twenty- sixth Year of 

the Republic of India 
An Ordinance to provide for the extension of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1950 and the Representation of the 

People Act, 1951, to the State of Sikkim . 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance: 

1 . Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Election Laws ( Extension to Sikkim ) Ordinance, 1975 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2. Extension and amendment of election laws.- ( 1) The Acts mentioned 
in the Schedule are hereby extended to , and shall be in force in , the Statc 
of Sikkim . 

(2 ) With effect from the commencement of this Ordinance, the Acts 
mentioned in the Schedule shall be amended as specified therein . 
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(3) Any reference in the Acts mentioned in the Schedule to a law not 
in force, or to a functionary not in existence, in the State of Sikkim shall 
be construed as a reference to the corresponding law in force , or to the 
corresponding functionary in existence, in that State : 

Provided that if any question arises as to who such corresponding 
functionary is, or if there is no such corresponding functionary , the Central 
Government shall decide as to who such functionary will be and the decision 
of the Central Government shall be final.

VOLUME MEASURING INSTRUMENTS 


BULK METERS 


1. General 

( a ) This part deals with the accuracy requirements for bulk meters 
used in petroleum trade, 

(b ) Bulk meters shall not have a capacity below 100 litres. 


2. Definitions 

(a ) Pressure drop - The difference between the inlet and outlet 
pressure of the meter and is the pressure required to force liquid through 
the meter and overcome its resistance to movement ; 

( b ) Hydraulic slip or slippage – That quantity of liquid which passes 
through themeter without causing any registration; 

(c) Flow range — That portion of the meter s total flow capacity in 
which it operates to meet the required degree of accuracy in measurement. 

G. 1823 
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3. Types and construction 

(a ) Bulk metres used for measuring liquid petroleum products 
shall be positive displacement meters in which the liquid under a positive 
pressure head causes the measuring elements in toe meter trotate, recipro 
cate or otherwise move through a defined volumetric displacement before 
the liquid passes from the meter. This rovenient is interpreted through a 
train of gears on a register as a measure of liquid volume. 

(b ) Meters differ widely in construction , but in general they may 
be divided into the following two main classes : 
(i) Capillary seal meter.--Capillary seal meters which 

may 
either be of reciprocating, rotary or other types are sealed 
with a thin film of the liquid being measured and are 

usually characterized by a relatively low pressure -drop . 
(ii ) Packed or Mechanical seal meter .- Packed or mechanical 

sealmeters are always of the reciprocating piston type 
and are sealed by a suitably designed piston ring or 
washer to prevent slip or leakage of liquid . They 
have a higher pressure-drop 

than 

Capillary Seal 
meters . 
(c) Capillary seal meters are generally preferable for installation 
where gravity discharge is essential, both packed and capillary seal meters 
are suitable for pressure discharge . 

(d ) Meters are usually constructed of aluminium , aluminium alloys, 
bronze, brass or gun metal and stainless or special steels for certain small 
components. Carbon bearings and carbon vanes are also used since they 
operate satisfactorily without lubrication. 

(e) Meters are sometimes fitted with automatically cr manually, 
operated temperature compensating devices. These devices correct the 
expansion or contraction of the liquid being measured with change of 
temperature and directly indicate the volume which the liquid would occupy 
at a standard temperature. The devices are satisfactory when the liquidi 
temperature remains substantially constant but when marked fluctuations in 
temperature occur, they should be used for accurate measurel ent only when 
their response to temperature change is very rapid . 

4. Meter Installation 


The installation of the bulk meter has a direct beariug upon its 
operation and such characteristics as the rate of flow and accuracy may be 
seriously affected if it is not correctly installed . It is, therefore, essential 
that where possible the layout be based on the following : 

(i) Meters shall be protected by a strainer or filter and an air 
climinator fitted as close to the inlet as possible so as to removeall particles 
which are injurious to the meter and which might impair its accuracy . They 
shall not be at a lower level. 
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(ii ) The pipe work shall be so arranged that the strainer, air separater 
and meter cannot be accidentally drained . 

(iii) All pipe work and fittings shall be cleaned and flushed outts 
remove scale and foreign matter before installing the meter. 

(iv) The meter shall be mounted securely on a horizontal base using 
rubber mounting pads to reduce shock and vibration where these are likely 
to occur . 

(v ) Inlet and outlet pipe work shall not exercise a strain on the meter 
body. Acute bends, tees and elbows shall be avoided as far as possible. 

(vi) The layout shall be so designed as to facilitate removal of the 
meter without unnecessarily disturbing the pipe work and sufficient space 
shall be provided to allow for meter calibration , cleaning and small servicing 
requirements . 

(vii) If pipe jointing compoundsare used , these shall be applied to 
the male parts and not to the temale parts. It is vital not to allow any 
compound to enter the matter. 

(viii) The meter shall be located so that the register is clearly 
readable by the operator from the control point. 

(ix ) Flow control valves, when fitted , shall be installed adjacent to 
the outlet of themeter . If a valve is installed on the inlet side, it shall be 
located at a sufficient distance on the upstream side to ensure a uniform 
steady flow through the meter when the valve is throttled . 

(x ) Pulsating flow , such as that caused by piston pumps, shall be 
avoided, if this is not possible to achieve, a surge tank or alleviator should 
be installed upstream of the meter (s). 
5. Tests 

(a ) All meters shall be tested for accuracy of discharge as described in 
items (i) to (iii ) below : 

(i) All meters shall be tested under conditions which duplicate 

normaloperating conditions as closely as possible particularly in 

respect of rates of flow and the product involved . 
( ii ) Before commencing checking of a meter, the meter shall be run 

for several minutes to ensure that all units are functioning 

smoothly . 
(iii) For testing ofmeters, a proving tank shall be used . The capacity 

of the proving tank shall be sufficient in size to contain atleast 
one minute s flow through the meter at its normal operating rate 

when used for bulk loading . 
(b ) The procedure for testing shall be as follows: 
(i) After all connections have been made, fill the tank of a verified 

capacity once with the fuil quantity i nder to wet all surfaces 
to fill the discharge lose and to prove that there are na leaks in 
the connection ; 


( ii ) Empty the proving tank and close the outlet valve after it is 

completely drained ; 
( iii) Set the meter dial to zero reading ; 
(iv ) Fill the proving tank through the meter to a point where the 

meter dial records the capacity of the proving tank. If the meter 
is fitted with an automatic presetting device, set this to deliver 

the capacity of the proving tank ; 
(v ) Note the reading on the graduated gauge glass of the proving 

tank, which would show that the meter is, 

(1) within the permissible error, or 

( 2) beyond the permissible error; 
(vi) If it is beyond the permissible error, adjust the meter until the 

errors are brought within the perimissible error prescribed in 

items (ii), (iii ), (iv) and (v) ? 
(vii ) Repeat steps (ii), ( iii ), (iv ) and (v ) until the meter gives 

two consecutive deliveries within the permissible error ; and 
(viii ) If the meter has been found to give accurate measure in the in 

itial test itself, make a further test to check the accuracy 

recorded ; 
(c) Permissible Error — The permissible errors shall be exceed + 0.1 
per cent for any quantity discharged . 

(d ) The bulk meter shall be complete with all parts and attachments 
concerned with the operation ofmeasurement and delivery . 


6. Marking 

(a ) Every bulk meter shall be conspicuru :ly, clearly and prominently 
marked with the following indications: 

(1) Registering capacity; 
(2 ) Name of registered trade mark of the manufacturer ; 

( 3) Identification number. 

(b ). The bulk meter shall be provided with a ſplate fastened in a 
prominentplace to receive the markings mentioned in (a )above and to receive 
the stamp of the Inspectors seal. 


7. Sealing 

Every bulk meter shall be provided with a suitable scaling arrangement 
for receiving the Inspectors stamp. 
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PART IV 
WATER METERS (DOMESTIC TYPE ) 
1. General 

This part applies to inferential ( horizontalflow ) and semi-positive types of 
water meter meters with threaded end connections and of nominal sizes upto 
and including 50 mm . The part applies to both wet-dial and dryadial 
meters. 
2 . Terminology 

(a ) Meter casing.--The outer casing in which the entire meter mecha 
nism is housed . It consists of the body , the registration box, the cap and 
the lid . Some of these parts may be integral, 

(6 ) Body. The part of the meter casing which houses the impeller 
chamber and the transmission gear train of the inferential water meter or the 
measuring chamber of the semipositive water meter . 

(c) Registration Box. - The part of the meter casing which houses the 
registration device. 

(d ) Cap . - The part of the meter casing to which is fitted the dial cover 
and the lid . 

(e) Lid . — The top cover which is hinged to the cap with a view to 
protecting the transparent dial cover . 

( ) Impeller Chamber. — The enclosure in which the impeller ofan in 
ferential water meter operates. A separate impeller chamber may not be 
necessary in case where the body is designed to act as impeller chamber. The 
transmission gear train may be located either inside or outside the impeller 
chamber. 

(8) Measuring Chamber . - The enclosure in which the piston of a semi 
positive water operates. The transmission gear train may be located either 
inside or outside the measuring chamber. 

(h) Registration Device. — The unit which comprises the recording gear 
train and the indicating device consisting of a counter or pointers working 
on a dial or a combination of both . It registeres in suitable volumetric 
units the quantity of water which has passed through the meter. 

(1). Water Meter , Dry- Dial Type.-- Meter in which the counter mecha 
nism is isolated from water flowing through the meter. 
(j) Water Metor, Wet- Dial Type. - Meter in which 

complete coun 
unit is in contact with water flow through the meter, 

(k ) Water Meter, Inferential Type.-- Meter which measures the velo 
city of flow from which the discharge is measured . 

(1) Water Meter, Semipositive Type.- Meter which volumetrically 
records practically down to zero flow of the water that has passed through , 
with a small unavoidable leakage . 
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3.Nominal sizes 
(a) Water meters shall be of the following nominal sizes: 

15mm , 20mm , 25mm , 40mm and 50mm . 

(b ) The nominal size of the water meter shall be denoted by the 
nominal bore of its inlet. 


4. Materials and Manufacture 

(a) General.-- Water meters and their parts, especially parts coming 
in continuous contact with water shall be made of materials resistant to cor 
rosion and shall be non -toxic and non -tainting . Use of dissimilar metals in 
contact under water shall be avoided as far possible in order to minimize 
electrolytic corrosion. 

(b ) Body.- The body of water meter shall be made either from 
type A or type B materials as specified below : 

(i) Type A. The body ofwater meters shall be made from bronze; 

brass or any other corrosion -resistant materialbut not alumin 

ium alloy 
( ii ) Type B.- The body of the water meters shall be made from 

ferrous metals or suitable plastics. 
The body shall be free from all manufacturing and processing 
defects such as blow -holes and spongy structure, and shall not 
be repaired by plugging welding or by the addition ofmaterials. 
The internal shape of the body shall ensure smooth flow of 

water and easy dismantling. 
(c) Registration Box.- Registration box of water meters of Type A 
shall be made from bronze, brass , aluminium alloy or guitable plastics 
Registration box of water meters of Type B shall be made from any of the 
ferrous metals as specified for body of Type B meter, suitable plastics or 
aluminium alloys. The registration box of dry -dial water meters shall be 
provided with one or two escape holes forlminimizing the accumulation of 
condensed water. 

Note-- Aluminium alloy shall not be used for wet-dialmeters. 
(d ) Cap:-(i) Cap of water meters of Type A shall be made from 
brass, bronze, aluminium alloy or suitable plastics. The cap of water meters 
of Type B shall be made of plastics or aluminium alloy where thc cap and 
registration box are integral, the material for cap may be the same as used 
for registration box : [ see sub -clause (c) ]. The cap shallbe so designed 
and fixed to the registration box as to avoid entry of water and dirt. The 
transparent window which covers the dial shall be inscrted from the inside 
into the cap . The protective lid shall be secured by a robust hinge or other 
suitable method of robust construction . 
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(ii) Provision shall also be made to lock the lid . The provisio 

shall be such that the lock may be conveniently operated from 
the top . Where the provision is designed for use in coujunction 
with padlocks, the hole provided for padlocks shall be of a 

diameter not less than 4mm . 
(iii ) In Dry - Type water meters , the transparent window covering 

the dialmay be provided with a wiper on the inner side for 

wiping off condensed water. 
(e) Connections. The meter casing shall be fitted in the pipe line 
by means of two conical or cylindrial nipples or tail pieces with connecting 
nuts which shall be provided with each meter. The nipples of water meters 
of Type A shall be made of the samematerials as specified for body in sub 
clause (b ). Nipples ofwater meters of Type B shall be made of the same 
materials as specified for the body where they are integral with the body of 
the water meters, where they are separate, they shall be made of malleable 
iron , galvanized steel or suitable plastics, The nut shall be of the same 
material as used for nipples. The internal diameter of the nipple where it 
connects the pipe line shall be equal to that corresponding to the nominal 
size of the meter, 


(f) Screws and Studs. - Screws and studs shall be of brass or 
other corrosion - resistant material. 


(g) Strainers. — Water meters shall be provided with strainers. 
Strainers shall be of a material which is not susceptible to electrolytic 
corrosion . They shall be of plastics or other corrosion - resistant materials 
for both Type A and Type B meters. They shall be cigid , easy to remove 
and clean , and shall be fitted on the inlet side of the water meter . 
It shall be possible to remove and clean the strainer in such a way as not 
to permit disturbing the registration box or tampering with it . The 
strainer shall have a total area of holes not less than twice the area 
of the nominal inlet bore of the pipe to which the meter is connected : 
however , in the case of meters provided with internal strainer involving 
opening of the registration box for cleaning, an additional external 
strainer shall be fitted on the inlet side satisfying the above requirements. 
(h ) Impellers and Pistons.- (i) Impellers of inferentialmeters shall 

be of ebonite, vulcanite or suitable plastic or other 
non -absorbent material or it should be of corrosion 
resistant metal. It shall be accurately balanced . 
Impeller shaft 

shall rest on a self -cleaning bearing 
which has as low frictional resistances as possible and 
shall be of a non -absorbent and corrosion -resistant 

material. 
(ii) Impeller shaft may also be made of suitable plastics having 

adequate strength and wear-- resisting prop uties. 
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( iii ) Rotary or oscillating Pistons in the case of semipositive 

type meters shall be on non -absorbent material, such 
as vulcanite or .ebonite, Pistons shall be accurately 

finished and shall operate freely . 
(iv ) Impellers and pistons shall be durable and shall work 

with as low a frictional resistance as possible . 
(i) Impeller or Masuring Chamber. - The impeller (see clause 2 (f) ] 
or measuring chamber shall be of a corrosion resistant material and shall 
be rigid and shall not change its form as a result of internal stresses or 
with use . 

( j) Gears and Pinions. - Gears and pinions shall be constructed 
as to fully and smoothly mesh with each other, and shall be firmly 
fitted on their shafts. Gears and pinions coming in contact with water 
shall conform to the material specified for impeller shaft in items (h ) 
(i) and (h ) (ii ) above. 

(k ) Bearings.- !mpeller bearings shall be of agate, sapphire or 
any other suitable material with good wear-resisting properties suitably 
ground and polished . The shape of the impeller bearing shall be such 
as to prevent the penetration of particles of sand and to preculde the 
deposit of anything in solution or suspension in water, and to facilitate 
the washing away of such deposits by the water flow . The shafts of the 
gears shall revolve freely in their bearings. The length of the bearings 
shall ensure their effective operation . 

(1 ) Counter.-- The counter shall be made of the material which 
will not corrode or distort, such as plate brass or suitable plastics. 
The counter shall be of the circular multipointer pattern with all 
pointers reading clock-wise . The individual pointers shall be so located 
on the dial that the reading can be taken in a clock -wise direction . 
The indicating device may also be of the straight reading counter or a 
combination of pointer and counter. The rollers of the counters shall 
be made of nickel or nickel plated brass or plastics specially suitable 
for the purpose and shall be self-lubricating .. 

( m ) The ranges of registration shall be as given in table I. 

(n ) Dial. - The dial shall be of vitreous enamel on copper 
anodized aluminium or plastics, or of any other suitable material 
ensuring indestructible marking and good legibility . The unit of 
measurement, namely, " litre shall be marked on the dial as LITRES 
in bold face. 

(0 ) Sealing. --- Sealing holes shall be provided and the meters shall 
be sealed in such a manner as to render it impossible to obtain access to the 
measuring unit without breaking the seals . The sealing wire shall be 
rust - Proof. 

(p) Regulater . --- Every inferential meter shall be provided with a 
regulator. The regulator shall be eitheraccessible from outside to be worked 
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by a key without dismantling the meter and protected by a sealed cover or 
the regulating device shall be internaland not accessible fton outside . 

( a ) Location of serial Nunber : -The serial numbr of the meter 
shall be clearly in dicated on the screw cap or in any other suitable place . 
5 Overall Dimensions 

(a ) Overall dimensions of water meters shall be as specified in 
Table - 2 . 

(b ) Tolerance on the overall length shall be + 5 mm . 
6 Performance Requirements 

(a ) Temperature. - The meters shall be suitable for use with water 
temperature up to 45 c . 

(b ) Capacity on short period rating or Nominal capacity. - The nominal 
capacity ofthe water meters shall be as specified in Table-3 . The meters 
shall be capable of giving minimum discharges as state in the table 
withoutthe head - loss exceeding 10 m within the meters. 

(c) Continuous running Capacity.---Continuous running capacity of 
water meters shall be as specified in Table -4 . The meters shall be capable 
of giving the minimum discharges as stated in the tale without the head 
loss exceeding 3 m within the meters . 

(d ) Minimum starting flows. The minimum flow at which the 
meter starts registering shall be as given ia Table -5 . 
(e ) Metering Accuracy.- (i) Themetering accuracy shell be + 2 

per cent for both semipositive and inferential watermeters 

above the lower limit of flow specified in (B ) below . 
( ii ) Lower limit of flow for + 2 per centmetering accuracy.-- The 

lower limit of flow at which the meter will start reg stering 
at an accuracy of + 2 per cent shall not be more than 
1/20 h and 1 /40th of the no ninal capacity in the case of 

inferential and semipositive water meters respectively . 
7 Frost protection Devices. 

Meters liable to be damaged by frost shall be protectel with 
suitable frost protection devices. 
8 Marking . 

Each water meter shall be marked with the following information ; 

(i) Manufacturer s name or tra le-mark , 
( ii) Nominal size of themeter, and 

( iii) Direction of flow of water on both sides of the meter.

METHOD FOR DETERMINATION OF Loss OF HEAD IN WATER METERS 

Determination of loss of Head in Water Mctors 
Pressure gauges or manometers shall be fixed upstream and downstream 
cf water meter under test. The inlet and outlet of the water meter shall 
each be provided with a straight pipe of internal diameter equal to the 
nominal size of the meter and having length equal to at least 10 times its 
diameter free from tees, bends, valve etc. and themeter in no case shall 
frecly discharge into the atmosphere. The internal surface of the pipe shall 
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be smooth and shall not offer any obstruction to the flow of water . When 
discharging water at the specific rates (see 6 (b ) and 6 ( C) ] the pressure 
drop shall be noted which shall be the loss of head at the corresponding 
flows. 

The needle valve shall be situated at a distance not less than 40 times 
the diameter of the pipe from the inlet end of the water meter. When the 
feed of the water is through a pump instead of through an overhead tank , 
the pump shall be so situated and where required suitable damping devices, 
such as air vessels or automatic pressure switches shall be so provided that 
the pulsation in the flow of water through the meter is reduced to the 
minimum " .

These bye-Laws will 
come into force from the date of publication in the Gazette. 
BYE LAWS FRAMED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL, 

MUVATTUPUZHA 
Under Section 347 (5 ) & 162 of the Kerala Municipalities 

Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961 ) 
For the control and management of the Muvattupuzha 

Municipal Water Supply 
1. (a ) These bye -laws shall be called “ the Muvattupuzha Water 
Supply bye-laws.” 

(b ) They shall apply to the Water Supply and distribu ion system in 
the Muvattupuzha Municipal Town . 

2. In these bye- laws unless there be anything repugnant in the subject 
or context : 

(a ) Act means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961) . 

(b ) Commissioner means the Commisioner appointed under 
section 19 of the Act. 

(c) Municipal Council means the Municipal Council, Muvattu 
puzha. 

(d ) Water Supply means the water supply within the Municipal 
Town of Muvattupuzha and extensions there to if any. 

(e) House connection means the connect on by pipe from the public 
water main to the limit of the house , building or premises concerned or to 
the meter whichever is farther from them.in. 

(f ) Communicarion pipe means the pipe that is laid from the end 
of the house connection and from which pipes called supply pipe are 
taken off for the purposes of distribution of water. 
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(g ) Water supply installation means the pipe work and fittings 
within the house, building or piemises concerned excluding the house 
connection . 

(h ) Service pipes me ins pipe taken off from the supply pipes to the 
various parts of the premises or buildings to feed taps ; and 

(i) . Supplv pipe ine ns the pipe line that is taken off from com 
munication pile and from which smaller, pipes called Service pipe are 
taken to the various parts of the premises or buildings. 

3. Except in so far as otherwise provided in the Act or in these bye 
laws, the Municipal Council shall be responsible for all works connected 
with water supply distribution system in the town from storage tanks. All 
works connected with water supply upto and including the storage tanks 
shall be maintained by Public Health Eigineering Department. The 
Officers of the Puplic Health Engineering Department not below the rank 
of Executive Engineer or any officer not below the rank of Assistant 
Engineer du y authorised by the Executive Engineer in this behalf may at 
any time inspect any work executed by the Municipal authorities in respect 
of the water supply distribution system in the town and issue such directions 
as they may deem fit. The Municipal authorities shall give effect to such 
directions. 

Supply for domestic and non domestic purposes 
4. (a) Every application for supply of water under sub -section (i) of 
section 159 or 160 of the Kerala Municipalities Act 1960 shall be made to 
the Commissioner in Form No. I appende i to this bye-laws for a permanent 
supply or in Form No. 14 if the connection is for a temporary periud . 

(b ) The Municipality shall give connection only upto the metering . 
point and the internal pipe laying will be done by the party through 
licensed plumber. 

(c) One receipt of an application the Commissioner shall cause an 
estimate to be prepared towards the cost of providing house connection and 
issue the applicant a notice in Form No. 2 appended to these bye -laws 
intimating him the estimated cost inclusive materials and 10 per centage 
charges on such cost, the list of articles necessary for the connection and 
calling upon him to deposit either an amount which will be the aforesaid 
amount less cost of materials and to supply the articles as per list within the 
time fixed therein , or the full estimate amount if the materials also are to be 
provided by the Municipality . 

(d ) If deposit be made and articles supplied as called for, the Com 
missiner shall issue a receipt to the applicant and provide as early as 
possible the house connection applied for.

(b ) Repairs to water supply installationsmay however be made by the 
owners or occupiers of houses or premises after giving intim to the 
Commissioner of the nature of the repairs to be done, the work of repairs. 
being entrusted to licensed plumbers only as provided in bye-law 11 (a). 

14. In the case of service connection to clubs, cinema theatres, hotels, 
coffee and tea shops, restaurants, Commercial and industrial establishments, 
temples, m sques, churches, conyunts, hostels , boarding houses, ailways, 
public baths, public latrin.s, hospitals, dispensaries, public offices, 
mulls , workshops, markets , cons. rvancy depots, the supply shall be considered 
as suppl, for non -domestic purposes. They shall be charged at the rates 
specified , therefor . 

15. (a ) All taps, fi-tings etc. of house service connection shall be so 
fixed as to afford facility for easy inspection by Municipal inspecting 
authorities. Every house owner or occupier shall afford all facilities for 
such inspection or pains of water supply being cut off where resistance 
is offered 

(b ) No tap or any service connection shall be allowed in such posi 
tion as to render it liable to become submerged by water issuing from it 
or in a position where the spill or wash water cannot be discharged by 
gravitation 10 the neai est Municipal ditch or drain .. 

(c) The risk of inlets to water tanks in house and public catile water 
ing troughs getting submerged and allowing back syphonage should be 
eliminated completely by providing over-flows below the level of the inlets 
even when they are fitted with ball valves. 

(d ) Any hand pump which may be permitted under the meer rate 
system shall be fixed on to the service pipe itself and no where else and 
every suc . pump shall be installed wih the expiess sanction of the 
Commissioner. In no case a power driven pump shall be fitted . 
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(C) No taps should be fitted in close proximity to privies , urinals or 
open drains or places where injurious gases are likely to emanate and no tap 
or connections to any storage tank or reservior shall be fixed as to permit 
the contents of tanks to syphone back into the supply pipe. 
- 16 The meter shall be placed above ground level inside the house or 
premises concerned in such manner as to be adequately protected from 
damage by whether or other causes. 
17. All the service connections will be charged on 

metered system . 
The approved meters shall be upplied either by the Municipal Council 
or the owner or the occupier of the premises concerned . If so desired , the 
owner or the occupier may purchase meters from the Municipal Council 
also on payment of cost. In every case it shall be kept under the lock and 
key or seal of the Municipality and shall be read and maintained by 
them . In case the meter is supplied by the owner or occupier the meter 
must be of a type approved by Municipal Commissioner. Every house 
or premises to which water is supplied shall be provided with a separate 
house connection , separate stop cock and a separate meter for such house 
connection . 

. The owner or occupier of the premises shall pay meter rent and main .

Supply of Water to out side Municipal limit shall be charged at the 
rate of Re. I per 1000 litres or part thereof for domestic purposes and 
Rs. 2 per 1000 litres or part thereof for non domestic purpose. No free 
allowance will be allowed in such cases. 

19. The owner or occupier shall pay to the Municipal Council a minimum 
charge of Rs. 3 per month for domestic and Rs. 5 per month for non 
domestic purpose for each connection irrespective of the units consumed or 
free allowance. The minimum charge for supply of water to Non-Muni 
cipal area will be Rs. 5 for domestic and Rs. 10 for non -domestic purposes. 
Meter shall be read as far as poss ble before the 10th of every mouth and 
completed units of 1000 shäll be recorded in bills. 

20. (a ) The water charges should be paid in the Municipal Office 
within 15 days after the demand is made. The demandshall ordinarily be 
made within the 15th of the month succeeding that to which the consump 
tion related, in Form No. 15 . 

(b ) If the amount is not paid within the above period the Commis 
sioner shall be at liberty to cut off the service at any time 15 days after 
service of notice of demand of such arrears on the owner or occupier of 
the premises under section 163 (b) , of the Kerala Municipalities - Act and 
the Council or the Commissioner shall not be liable for any damages for 
much cutting off of service. 

(c) Payment for all water supplied under the terms and conditions 
laid down in these bye- laws if not made by the party concerned within the 
time stipulated shall be recoverable in the same manner as in the case 
of property tax. 

(d) A sum of Rs. 5 shall be charged for reconnection in case water 
supply is cut off for non -payment of water supply bill. 

21. The meter reader shall note in the card kept in houses or premises 
the consumptions of water during the preceding month ., Complaints if 
any, relating to the accuracy of the reading should be made in writting to 
the Commissioner within ten days of the delivery of the water bill and in 
case the complaint relates to the non -receipt of the bill it should be made 
before the end of the month . 

22. (a ) The owner or occupier of any house or premises may apply to 
the Commissioner or any person authorised in that behalf to have the meter 
tested . A testing fee of Five Rupees shall be paid along with the 
application . 

(b) When the application is made and the testing fee is paid the meter 
shall be tested . If, on testing , it is found that the quantity registered by 
the meter exceeds ten per cent of the correct quantity, the testing fees shall 
be refunded to the applicant by adjustment in the bill for the succeeding 
month, otherwise it shall be credited to the Munic pal fund . The result 
of testing shall be intimated to the applicant in Foim No. 16 . 
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23. Notwithstanding anything contained in bye- law 22 the Commissioner 
or any other officer authorised by the Commissioner may in his own 
initiative test any meter at any time between sunrise and sunset on giving 
not less than 24 hours notice in Form No. 17 to the occupier of the house 
or premises concerned . 

24. If on examination any meter be found to be out of order and not 
registering correctly the consumption during the period dating from the last 
reading till the repair of the meter or the putting up of a correct meter 
shall after notice in Form No. 18 be calculated at the average daily consump 
tion registered for any previous period ( threemonths) during which in the 
opinion of the Commissioner the meter was registering correctly and the 
consumption of water was not abnormal. 

25. (a ) The Commissioner shall cause to fix a Municipal Meter for any 
service connection when the meter is defective or removed for repairs or 
otherwise and rent shall be collected as prescribed under these bye - laws. 

(b ) The consumer shall arrange to repair any meter supplied by him 
which are found defective to the statisfaction of the Commissioner within 
a period of threemonths from the date when the defect is first noticed . 

26. (a ) The supply of water to any premisesmay after giving notice in 
Form No. 19 be cut off for the purposes of making repairs, renewals or any 
other work connected with water supply . 

(b ) The Commissioner or any person authorised by him may without 
any notice stop or reduce the supply of water in any public main or sub 
main for the purpose of making repairs or renewals:. 

Provided that when the stoppage is over an extensive area or is due to 
exigencies which cannot be foreseen such previous intimation as is possible 
under the circumstances shall be given by general tom -tom . 

27. The foregoing bye-laws :hall apply mutatis mutandis to all public 
institutions such as Schools, Temples, Mosques, Churches Pub ic offices 
including hospitals etc. 

28. (a) Every boiler for generating steam which requires water shall be 
supplied with water from a cistern and not directly from the service pipe, 
and every such cistern shall be supplied with a ball vali e detctive or a 
warning pipe , and proper means of access for inspection thereof. 

· (b ) No supply pipe shall be connected to any water closet, drains, 
steam boiler or any other closed vessel otherwise than through the supply 
cistern thereof , 

29. Every person to whom a house connection is given shall ntain 
the house connection in good order and repiir . 

30. No person shall break the seal or lock in the meter or break the glass 
on the dial or open the mete: or alter index of the meter or prevent any 
meter from duly registering the quantity of water supplied or obstruct or 
use water before it has bee i registered by a meter set up for messui ing the 
same or permit or cause the meer to be stolen or damaged so that the meter 


may not duly register the quantity of water supplied . The owner or 
occupier of the premises will be held responsible for any damage or loss of 
the meter installed in his premises, 

Public water taps. 
31. (a ) The Council may provide public water taps wherever necessary . 
The position of the taps once fixed shall not be altered without a decision 
of the Council supporied by the majority of the sanctioned strength of the 
Council. 

(b ) No persoa shall wilfully or negligently allow water from a stand 
post or public water tap run to waste . 

32. No person shall do anything to damage or disfigure the stand posts 
or platformsor to obstruct the free flow ofwater from the platform . 

33. No person shall bithe or spit or wash animals, cloths, utensils or 
vehicles, etc. at or near any public-fountains, stand posts , hydrant or tap or 
shall draw water or cause water to be drawn therefrom for irrigation . 
constructions, etc., purposes other than bonafide domestic purposes or for 
drinking . 
Explanation . - The term bathe means and includes washing the whole 

or any portion of the body . 
34. No person shall draw water from stand posts or public water tas 
or hydrants, for any purposes other than domestic purposes. 

35. No water -carts or barrels shall be filled at any public stand posts 
except at such stand posts as are specially provided for the purpose. These 
shall be in licated by notice boards put up by the Council. 

36. No person shall so manipulate the stand posts or public water taps 
or hydrants as to secure a continuous flow of water for any purpose except 
for the extinction of fire. 

37. Except in the case of fire, no person not duly authorised by the 
Commissioner shall open or in any way interfere with anymain pipe or 
valve or fire plug (hydrants) connected with the water supply . 

38. The Commissioner may at any time remove any fitting connected 
with any house connection for purpose of examining the conditions of or 
repairing such fittings. 

39. Water from a house service connection given for demcstic consump 
tion and use shall not be utilised for non -domestic purposes without the 
express permission of the Commissioner. 

40. The house owner or occupier shall not draw water from the Municipal 
pipe supply through any hose or movable pipe or o her devise attached to 
the tap or taps sanctioned for the service connect ong. 

41. The Commissioner may sanction temporary connections for supply 
of water to a building during marriage or other occasions and to a premises 
for constructio of building Charges therefor shallbe levied at the rate 
of Rs. 10 perconnection per day or pa t thereof for marriage and such 
functions and Rs. 5 for construction of buildings and for other purposes 
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in addition to a sum of Rs. 15 which shall be levied for making and 
beaking the connections at the main . Every such connection shall have 
only a 2.5 cm . tap and a length of 3 meter of 2.5 cm . pie at the end. 
All materials and inskilled labour required for the purpose shall be suppled 
by the applicant for such connection . 

42. Any Police Oficer, Commissioner or other officer authorised by the 
Commissioner in this behalf may , without an order from the Magistrate 
and wi hout a wa -rant, arrest persons Voilating the above bye -laws. The 
person arı e ted shall forthwi h be produced before the nearest Magistrate 
or at once released on his own kychit after recording his name and address. 
Appeal Section . 

43. An appeal shall lie to the Municipal Council in respect of all 
ordspassed by the Commissioner i nder these bye -laws which should be 
preferred within 30 days from the date of receipt of such order . 

Loan Facilities 
" 44. The Municipal Council may grant assistance by way of loan to 
the house owners of the Muvattupuzha Municipality for the installa: ion of 
Water Supply pipes and for connection of water supply from the Municipal 
water main . 

45. Asistance will be available to persons owning building inside 
the town with a rental value of not less than Rs. 60 and not more than 
ks. 2,000. 

46 " The miximun amount which will be advanced as loan will be 
limited as follows: 
(a ) Owne s of buildings with rental value Rs. 300 or actual estimated 

more than Rs. 60 but not more than cos: whichever is less. 

Rs. 120 . 
(b ) Owners of buildings with rental value Rs.600 or actual estimated 

more than Rs. 120 but not more thaa cost whichever is less . 
Rs. 2,000. 

Trovided that at the rerurst of the party in each case the loan will be 
limited to such amouni asmay be decided by the commissioner. 

47. The loan will bear interest at 7 % per annum . A penal interest of 2 % 
( Procent) of the defau ted amount will be levied over and bove the normal 
iate subject to a minimum of Rs. 1.50 per month on a l over due instal 
ments of principal and interest from he due date to the date of the actual 
paynient. 

48 The principal of the loan and interest thereon shall be repaid in 
not more han 12 ! cquated monthly in talments commencing from the 
third month , of disbursement of the loan amount: 


Provided that at the request of the party the Commissioner is at liberty 
Ba limit the number of initam its and in such cares in e. est at the rate 
provided for under Bve law 47 will be charged from the party for the 
entire pe iod in re pective of the nu:nber ofi.stalments reduced . 

49. Notwithstanding anything contained above, the party will have the 
option to pay up the entire outstanding dues in a lump . 

50. The due date of payment of principal and or interest will be the 15th 
of every month . 

51. If any person defaults in repayment of any instalment of principal 
and or intrest on the due dates, or with penal interest within 45 days from 
the dat : of default , the entire loan siall become repayable in lump and 
the amount with interest and penal interest will be recoi ered as if it is an 
arrear of property tax. 

52. Application for loan shall be made in the prescrib :d form to the 
Municipal Commissio :er and shall be accompanied with a detailed plan and 
estimats of the installation prepared by a Licensed plumber . 

53. Every house owner on recept of the orders sanctioning the loan , 
if no personal secur ty is guaranteed , execute a mortgage deed in favour of 
the Municipal Council of the pr perty on which the water supply 
installation is proposed to b : insti.lel. The mortgage deed so executed 
shall be in proper stamp pap.r. 
• 54. The applicant for loan shall assure the Municipal Commissioner that 
he is the absolut owner of the property in which he has applied for water 
connecti n under th s Schem : an I the property is free from any e .Cumbrance 
or charge of any description whatsoever and are not subject to any attach . 
ment or restraint or alienatin. 

55. Personal sucurity offered by only tvo Government Officeri, employees 
o Private Schools, Scheduled banks, Governme: it undertakings, M inicipal 
employees etc. having a salary of Rs. 210 or more per mensern shall be 
accepted as sec- rity in respect of a person provided they have a further 
service of 7 years. 

56. Personal security cffered by 2 individuals owning immovable pro 
perties within the Municipal area will also be accepted as security. 

57. The Commissioner will have the right to reject any application on 
reasons to be rec rded in wr ting . 

58. Every applicant, on receipt of orders sanctioning the ban , shall 
execute an agreeneat i prisp :r sta np pipor for the due fulfilment of the 
conditions mention in the bye -la vs and additional conditions, if may, 
imposed by the Municipal Commissioner. 

59. The party shall not be ore the rep iy nent of Inan in full create any 
further lien or chirge byway of ple lg or otherwise create any encu nbranc: 
of any kind whatsever, in respect of the prsp :rty wiere th : installations 
are made without prior approval of the Municipal Commissioner, 


60. The entire water supply installation put ap with the aid of the loan 
will remain the property of the Municipal Council, Muvattupuzha until the 
entire loan amount and interestſ are repaid in full. 

61. The disbursement of the loan amount will be made after completion 
of the installation of pipes and other fittings. The connection charges 
and centage and supervision charges due to the Municipality will be 
ac justed in the loan and the balance if any willbe paid to the applicant. 

62. Whoever commits breach of any of the above bye -laws and whoever , 
having the care and custody of any child under 7 years of age omits ta 
prcvcnt such child from committing breach of the above bye-laws apart from 
the recovery of cost etc. and or loss involved shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 50. and in case of continuing breach with finc 
which may exterd to fifteen Rupees for every day during which the breach 
continues after conviction for the first breach or with fine which may extend 
to ten rupees for every day during which the breach continues after receipt 
of notice from the commissioner to discontinue such breach .

Bye -laws regarding licence to Plumbers and their work , 
1. (a ) The authority to grant licences to plumbers shall be the Commis . 
sioner to whom application for licence shall be made. 

(b ) The licence shall be in Form No. 20 . 
2. (a ) Any person applying to the Commissioner for a licence shall along 
with the application pay a licence fee of Rs. 10 and produce an agreement 
in Form No. 21 with a security amount of Rs. 100 . 

(b ) The Commissioner on being satisfied of the competency of the 
applicant by practical examination or otherwise may issue a licence in 
Form No. 20. If the application be rejected the licence fee and security 
amount deposited by the applicant shall be returned to him . 

. " (c) The licence shall hold good only for the financial year in which 
it is sanctioned but they may be renewed year after year on payment of a 
renewal fee of Rs. 10 . 

3. A list of licenced plumbers shall be kept in the Municipal office. 

4. The plumbers shall carry out all water supply installation works 
( including new installation , alteration and repair) subject to the bye-laws, 
and in accordance with the orders that may be issued from time to time 
by the commisioner or any person authorised by him in this behalf . 

5. The plumbers selected by the owner or occupier of a house or 
premices for the construction of a new water supply installation or for the 
exter.sion , alteration or repair of an existing water supply installation shall 
present to the Commissioner an estimate (in duplica e ) with a specification 
describing the work and with a dimensioned sketch plan of the proposed 
installazion extension , alteration or repair, as the case may be . 


6.. On approval by the Commissioner andet rules of the Schedule tho 
plumber may collect all the materials such as taps pipes, valves etc 
necessary for the work , but shall not commence tle work until the 
materials have been inspected and approved by the Commissioner or any 
officer duly authorised by toe Commissioner and until the plumber is 
satisfied that the owner or occupier has duly applied for house connection . 

7. (a ) The Commissioner or other officer of the Municipal Council 
authorised by the Commissioner in that behalf may inspect the works of 
plumbers at any stage. 

(b ) It on inspection , it is found that any material used or work done 
is not of the approved pattern or specification the plumber shall in 
accordance with the orders of the officer concerned replace the materials 
with materials of approved pattern or reconstruct the work, as the case 


may be. 


8. Any plumber requiring water to be shut of from or let on any place 
in connection with his work may apply to the Commissioner but shall on no 
account interfere with any streut tap, stop cock or valve for the purpose. 

9. Every plumber shall keep a book in Form No. 22 in which he shall 
Enter all details of work done by him in connection with any water supply 
installation . Such book shall be the property of the Municipal Council and 
shall be sent to the Commissioner for perusal and return , every month . 

10. (a ) The Commissioner ray by a written order fine a licenced 
plumber , suspend or cancelwith or without forfeiture of security the licence 
. of any plumber who is guilty of breaking or evading any rules, bye-law or 

other orders of the Municipal Council or any Governmeit oder relating to 
wa er supply or fails to comply with any reasonable order given to h m by 
a duly authorised officer of the Municipal Council or whose work in the 
opinion of the Commissioner is not satisfactory . 

(b ) The order of the Commissioner shall be final subject to the 
result of any appeal to the Municipal Council filed within 30 days of the 
communication of the order of the Commissioner to the plumber. 

11. Any plumber whose licence has heen cancelled or suspended shall 
return his licence to the Coinmissioner within 24 hours of the coinmunication 
to himn of such cancellation or suspension . 

12. If two or more plumbers form themselves in a company or 
partnership any penalty imposed under these bye- laws shall be operative 
against every plumber constituting such company or partnership unless 
the order imposing the penalty shows otherwise ,
